Not the least interesting of the meas-
ures already Introducsd in congress (s
& bl providing for a federa) corporation
Inw autborising the granting of chnrters
lo corpomations proposing ™ engage In
interstate or foreign commerce. The
[nuthor of the bill, Hepresentative
Paler of Penunsylvania, belleves that
It Is to the Interest of the people of the
United Btates that such corporations
shonld be directly acceountable to the
nntlonal government rather than to that
of any oue state and that the charter- |
Ing of corporations under a properly
devised federsl lw would tend to cor
rect many of the evils pow complained
of In conncction with the organization
and mwaongement of corperations, The
Bl he has lnteoduesd s comprehensive
In Its requirerwents as to the general
powers to be granted to corporations
and evidently war prepared with great
CHre.

The proposition Is not pnew. Nearvly
fwo yeurs ago one of the best koown
corporation lnwyers In the country, who
hns been largely concerned In the crea-
tlon of trusts, advocuted a natlonal in-
corporation nct ns digtinguished from a
natlonnl econtrol of state-created cor-
porntions, He urged that the business
of the country demands uniform cor-
pornte legiglation, formulated uvpon the
good of the conntry as a whole, and not
sectional leglslation, state agilnst state,
His proposition contemplated a nationnl
lnw nlong the lines of the national bank-
Ing nct, not abridging the powers of the
gtate to erente joonl corporations, but
nffording opportunity to organize cor-
porations, pationnl in extent, whose
business relates to trade with forelgn
countries or between states, with the
protection of the pational government
ngninst conflicting state legislation and
local polltieal enactments,

It wnrs nrgued that corporations now
and hereafter orgnnized would avall
themsolves of a nationnl act for several
snbstantial rensons.  First among these
would be self-pratection, since It has
become necessary for the sound cor-
porntions to differentiate thetr position
from those otherwise sltunted. Then
financial interests would faver It
Bankers wounld Inslst that those organlz-
ing a corporntion should do so under
that law which would inspire the great-
est public confidence, In order that the
public would nitimately invest. Further-
more, corporntions wonld avall them-
gelves of o national lnw ng n protection
ngninst the varled, diverse and incom/
gigtent lawe of various states, whie no
corporation engaged in Interstate com-
merce, no corporation desiring to do
buginess throughout the length and
breadth of the country, could afford to
be other than a national organization.
These are certninly very plansible
reasons in support of the proposition for
a natlonal corporation law and there
does not appear to be any sound objec-
tion to such a Inw on constitutional
grounds. It being within the authority
of congress to provide for the chartering

there can be no'question as to Its power
to provide for the chartering of other
corporations that engage in interstate
or foreign commerce. The bill introduced
by Mr. Palmer will go to the house
Judiciary committee, from which it will
doubtless recelve the consideration
which the lmportance of the question
presented merits.

THE PAY OF THE PRIVATE.

Genernl  Funston's recommendation
for Increased pay of the private soldler
enlisted in the regular army is still o
subject of Interesting discussion among
army officers, and a discussion In which
the sentiment i8 by no means unanl-
mous,

The plea for the private made by
General Funston ig to the effect that
compensation at the rate of $13 a month
is altogether Inadequate to the service
performed, and that as a result the
army ls made up largely of men whose
abilities preclude them from earnlng
more in & private capacity, while there
is a constant Incentlve to the more en-
ergetic to leave the service for wore
attractive pursuits. General  Fuoston
thinks this Is detrlmental both to the
soldler as an Individual and to the efi-
clency of the army and that the remedy
Is 10 be appiled by Increasing the pay or
holding out some hope of larger pecu-
nluty reward than is now given.

The other side of the debate is falrly
represented by Colonel J. F. Husion of
the Nineteenth Infanivy, who declares
it to be a popular fallacy that the sol-
dier recelves but $13 a month because
all the allowances arve overlooked., lie
calls attention to the faet thoat the sol
dier's shelter, food, clothing and medical
attendance—all furnisbed bhim free by
the governmwent—goes to augment his
AcCtinl pay in moaey ana that with the
simplost economy the private cun, and
n large oumber of them deo, save from
$10 to §12 a month, which at the end
of three years meaus savings amouni-
ing to from £330 o 400 from his pay
alone. In addition to this he can save
a large percentuge of his Mberal cloth-
ing allowance and mileage, “so that any
orddnarily eareful man has in  three
yeurs 4 saving of 800 wore or less.'
Colonel Huston also Insists that the pri-
vate soldier with the ration furpished
him s far bettér fod aud far better
clothed than the average wechanle or
laborer.

These are doubtiess the two extreme
views. and It I Just possible that the
fuct that Geuernl Funston, an oflicer
quite recently raised to the highest mill
tary maok from private life over the
heads of Jong-experienced sssociutes, s
champloning the csuse of the private
may bave something to do with the an-
tagonistic reception his recommendation
bas recelved Trom his fellow ofcors
The blg question lnvolved is a pablie
ope—whether the expense would be
Justitied and whetber it Is advisable (o
make the soldier's service 80 attractive
a5 to draw mes sway from other oovio-

pations and private pursults It bos

beets the polley of our government from
Its inception to  subordiunate military
service to elvil life and to aveld as far
nes possible the creation of a wilitary
profession. or a milltary caste.
It is foarthermore o matter subject to
doubt whether. even if the pay of the
private were increased, many of them
wotthl save wore of thelr Income and
haye a lnrger Balance to their account
than ithey do now. It Is possibie some
sehethe may eventually be worked out
by which a sum commensurate with the
sacrifice shnll be held for the private;
to be paid over to him when bonorably
discharged at the expiration of a reason-
ntle term of seérvice—a term  which
shionld be nelther too short to destroy
his efficiency and doeprive the army of
experience nor too long to bulld up
militurism as an occupation.

The subject will demand much more
thorough ngitation and diecussion be-
fore congress undertnkes to act on .t

LUSING THADE WITHUHINA.

It i nn unplensant fact that our trade
with the Chinese empire has declined
during the past year and that the out-
look for the Immediate future I8 not Ag
satisfactory ns could b desived. Amerl-
can  exporis to China  consist most
largely of cotton goods and according
to the statlstics for the past yenr there
was a great s’lm'ronse in these over the
previous year, while there was also a
large falling off In the exports of min-
ornl ollg. On the other hand, the exports
of wheat flour, which the farmers of
the northwest look forward to as likely
to develop into one of the most im-
portant items of cominerce with the
Orient, mnke a botter showing than
élther cotton goods or mineral olls,
though not quiie up to the previous
year's record. It is noted that the
exports to the British port of Hong Kong
have fallen off much less In proportion
thnn have those to China proper.

That the Russianization of Manchuria
hag something to do with the decrease
I our trade is very probable, though
to what extent it s of course lmpossible
to estimate. It has recently been pointed
out by one of the American consuls in
North China that Russian merchants,
alded by the government, are making
strenuous efforts to extend thelr trade
In Manchuria and whatever success they
have had iz necossarily to the dis
advantage of American trade. This
was to be expected under the eircum-
atances and a further loss of our com:
merce in that quarter must be looked
for If Russin carries out her evident
purpose to completely dominate Man-
chnria, including even the ports which
Chine has by treaty with the United
Stutes agreed shall be opened to the
trade of the world.

At present it seems to be pretty well
assurél that the Russian government
will succeed in doing this, for it is
really meeting with no serious opposi-
tion. The Chinese government bas been
reported as deeply stirred by the course
of Hussla, but it Is entirely unable nlone
to make effective resistance and it s
hardly possible that 1t wlll recelve any
forelgn support, at least beyond & futile
expression of sympathy. Meanwhile
Russin i steadily strengthening her
power In Manchuria. and Is doubtless
alrendy prepared for any emergency
which she deems possible,

Of course the fact of onr declining
trade with China has not escaped the
attention of the Washington government
and it is sald to have aroused much
Interest among senators and representa-
tives, but the general feellng appears to
be one of confidence that Russin will
not attempt to deprive the Unlted States
of any rights obtained under the latest
tronty with China. Possibly she will
pot, though there is little in past experi-
ence to warrant confidence Iin Russian
arsurpnces. Our government, however,
is bound to accept them In good falth
and ean do nothing nnless Russia inter-
feres with American rights by some
overt act.

-
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SUUTH AMERICAN FEELING,

An eastern paper remarks that “‘our
ruthless treatment of Colombla makes
the people of every Bouth Americun
state fear and hate'us,” General Reyes,
who s coming to the United Bixtes to
propose n plan for reuniting Panama to
Colombin, {8 reported as suying that the
Colomblan government is recelving the
sympathy of all Bouth Amerlea, “which
is fearful of further Ameriean terrl-
torial aggeandizement in this direction.”

As n matter of fact there s no evi-
dence at bhand that the Panama matter
nns caused s general feellug of fear and
hatred of the United States in Bouth
Amoriea. 1If this feellng existed 1t
would certalnly have by this time found
expression, but so fur as we have ob-
served only one of the southern re-
publics has shown any sympathy with
Colombla and that I8 one of the least
lmportant among them. On the other
hawnd it is reporied that the government
of Rrazil is willlng to recognige tLhe
Republle of Pannma as soon as it shall
receive o proper request to do so and
it & wot lmprobable that other Bouth
Amerlean countries will be found dis-
posed 1o do likewise when they becowne
satlsfied as to the stability of the uew
republic. 1t is well known that there
has been more or less ill-feeling among

the BSpanish-Americans toward this
country  ever sloce the Bpanlsh war,
Possibly this has been somewhst in-

tensified by the Panama event, though
there i as yet really nothing to show
thiet such has been the cage.

At all events the more Intelligent of
the people of Bouth Ameriea will soon
mnderstand, If they do not already, that
what has been done Is irrevocable and
they will also learn that it Involves no
schieme of torritorial aggeandlzement on
the part of the United States, but
slply the concesston, st & falr con-
siderntion, of wuch lnod as Is uecessary
to the currying oul of the great cunsl
enterprise, in the benefits of which most
of the Bouth American countriss will

l.uw-e. Thus enlightened the people of
1
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those conntrios will see that there Is no
reason elther to fear or to hate us.

Benator Hoar Is a good enough lawyer
to know that the conduct of people s not
affected by 'aw, It serves to adjust differ.
ences, when Interests conflict, but It never
deermines behavior, except In those few
Instunices where it holds its wviotim in
duress. Hence, it 18 o little surprising to
find the venerablo statesman fathering a
bill to relleve the poor by putting 140,000,000
mores of public land at their disposal. Ile
would put this enormoustract In charge of
the Agricultural department, with instruc-
tions to prepare. the land for oultivation—
which might mean an expensive undertak-
ing, for to make some sores yield any-
thing but cactus and horned toads you
wouid baye to feteh water 00 miles, and
hire Chinamen to apread It when it arrived.
Btill, Mr. Hoar would have the “‘able-
bodlad poor” return the cost of the im.
provements as soon as thelr land had
yielded enough.

This scheme (s admirable In ite spirlt
and purpose, but the plain fact s that
the homeless poor eould not be driven into
those 140,000,000 acres by anything less than
guns. For the worthy poor avery one has
sympathy, and more Is dons to help them
in this couniry than any other, but it is an
unhappy fact that a majority of the home-
fess poor are homeless because they will
not\work to secure or keap & home, and
as for supposing that they will buckle
down to the toll of clearing ground, bulld.
tng houses, making roads and tilling the
soll, even In dlstriots naturally fertile, it s
out of the question, They will beg, and do
fittle shifty jobs, and tramp the roads, and
stoal rides on frelght trains, but they will
not rise to the full stature of men and
grapple with oceaslon.

The tendency today is toward the cities,
not toward new felds, unlesa those flelds
promise gold or other sudden wealth, And
nn adequatle rk I8 not offered in the
citles, and ag the cost of living there Is
high, it follows that every great populm-
tive canter has ity mans of ldle and more
or less viclous cltizens, who never stick
at anything long enough to succeed, and
who, least of all, would submit to thae
hardehips of a ploneer existence. They
want a crowd, they want diversion, they
want beer. To transplant 100,000 of New
York'n ineffeciives to the plalos of Colo-
rado would only be 1o impose them on the
charities of Denver. And there are com-
panfes of cattlemen and others who o a
marvelously short time would come into
possesslon of thelr holdings.
